Whca In 1898 we were drawn Into the war with Spain on ac- 


count of the- abuses which were alleged to exist in Cuba under the 
Spanish crown and which wo fought out so bully, wo entered upon 


I hat war in a spirit of true altruism and we declared that Cuba 
ought to be free and that we should hold her only long enough to 
establish a stable government In the island for the people of the Is- 
land. We did so treat Cuba. We did give her people on independent 
government, and after having secured for them a fair application, 
under tho constitution, we turned over the island again to the gov- 
ernment thus elected. 


In order io defeat tho power of Spain Admiral Dewey and our 


fleet visited Manila and captured the Spanish fleet and we had to 
take over the Philippine Islands. When we took possession there 
had been an insurrection for some years. W« took the insurgents as 
allies and we could not well turn them back to Spain. On the other 
hand, the insurgents were in no condition to establish and maintain 
a stable government. 


There are seven or eight millions of people in a state of Christ- 


ian tutelage. They took.their ideas from Europe'and America, not 
from the Orient or Mahoraetan'ism. Not-more than 10 per cent, 
were educated in any way. 
There seemed to be but one course, 


therefore, for the United States government to follow and that was 
to take over the Phllippines,*estarblish law and order, and then teach 
"the people enough in learning and in the practice of popular gov- 
ernment to enable them to take over the government and maintain 
it. 


I afflrm there Is nothing in the Philippine policy of this gov- 


ernment which is at variance with the language of the declaration of 
independence.

rapid succession. It kept us gnessln 
to manage the ballast under thes 
conditions, and when we dropped o: 
Sunday evening at 5 o'clack near 
Portsmouth, O., we had used it 
up bui a few pounds. Our gas wa 
badly depleted by the constant con 
trasLs of temperature we toad gon 
through. 


"On Saturday night we were en 


velopcd by violent rains and wer 
generally .wet and uncomfortable. 0 
Sunday morning, however, the su: 
shone out, our gas expanded and w 
rose to a night'of 2200 feet and kep 
rapidly rising till v;e were at an alti- 
tude of 0000 feet or more. 
We still 


had plenty of ballast, so the ques- 
tion of not being able to rise in case 
of emergency did not bother us. 


"About noon Sunday we encounter- 


ed one of the worst thunder storms 
I have ever met with in the upper 
air. 
Only by soaring high above it 


at a 'height of 3 1-2 miles did we avert 
the danger of being struck by lightn- 
ing. 
It was a magnMicent spectacle 


as we were carried along above IT, 
but we had not much leisure for ad- 
miring spectacular displays just then. 


All the afternoon we soared along, 


\eepmg to the upper air currents and 
constantly throwing out ballast. Of 
the v.'he-cabouts of.he other balloon- 
ists we knew nothing and just stuck 
to it as long as we could. Ai -j o'clock 
Sunday afternoon we found ourselves 
with haraly a pound of ballast left 
and began -to look about for a good
